Is stated that the hollow cy lin ders con ­ 
tain ed from two to six in ches of clea« 
water at the en d of from ten to twelv e 
hours, the water hav in g drain ed from 
the con crete. 
The object In prov idin g this ex tra 
drain age was to procure a un iform set 
throughout the mass of con crete. 
It 
appears that a large n umber of con ­ 
crete structures hav e been built by Mr. 
Ly man In tills way . In cludin g the head 
gates, waste weirs, drops an d highway 
bridges on a large Irrigation works. 
Con crete laid by this method Is said 
to be un usually free from cracks an d 
is v ery un iform In stren gth.

said to ex ist. Cattle, hogs, sheep and 
other ru minants are prohib ited from 
entering Illinois from the states men­ 
tioned, and no car or b oat in which 
shipments to or from these hav e b een 
made will b e allowed to enter Illinois 
u nless first thorou ghly disinfected. 
Dr. J. M. Wright, state v eterinary , 
say s that the disease can b e commu ­ 
nicated from an Infected animal to a 
hu man b eing, and in this connection 
takes a position contradictory to that 
of Dr. Herb ert Fox , chief of lab oratory 
of the state b oard of health of Penn­ 
sy lv ania, who stated on Satu rday that 
there need he little fear of the disease 
b ecoming epidemic among hu man b e­ 
ings.

Union City . Tenn., 
Nov . 2 5 .—The 
little town of Tiptonv ille, b ordering on 
t -Reelfoot lake, which has b een the 
scene of many stirring incidents the 
past month, witnessed the ly nching, 
late Tu esday afternoon, of three ne­ 
groes, who were arrested for mu rder­ 
ing Special Depu ty Sheriff Richard 
Bu rru s and 
fatally wou nding John 
Hall, a depu ty sheriff. 
The negroes' 
names are; 
Marshall Stineb ack, Ed­ 
ward Stineb ack, Jim Stineb ack. 
These b rothers created a distu rb ­ 
ance at a religiou s meeting near Tip­ 
tonv ille Satu rday night, and w’hen the 
two officers attempted to arrest them 
a fight ensu ed in which the negroes! 
came ou t v ictoriou s and made their 
escape, b u t were finally captu red and 
landed in jail, from w’hich they were i 
taken b y a mob and hanged. 
Gov ernor Patterson was adv ised b y j 
telephone of the situ ation and ordered j 
a company of militia in this city to 
proceed with all haste, secu re the ne­ 
groes and condu ct them to a place of 
safety . 
The troops were started at 
once, b u t failed to arriv e in time '
